and Esperanza. It would mean 
the construction of an enlarg¬ 
ed, patio-style shopping area. 

While a new street running 
parallel to the boulevard has 
been proposed several times, 
Mr. Shatto said this would be 
“more than just another street.” 
Besides improving and enlarg¬ 
ing the present shopping center 
to compete with other cities— 
and specifically, the 814-acre 
zone, planned for the north¬ 
west corner of Sierra Madre 
boulevard and Michillinda— 
Mr. Shatto said the project 
would provide parking facili¬ 
ties adequate for the entire 
downtown area. 

“We would zone the new 
center with a mandatory 50-50 
parking ratio—that is, half of 
the space would be used for 
business structures; the other 
half would be left for park¬ 
ing,” Mr. Shatto explained. 

There would be three means 
of access to the business 
“patio”—from Esperanza (east 
of the houses facing west on 


Hermosa), from Sierra Madre 
boulevard (east of the Safe¬ 
way Market), and from Bald¬ 
win. 

The area would be laid out 
with parking space along both 
sides of a concrete island in 
the center of the street. Park¬ 
ing "keyholes” also would be 
honeycombed around several of 
the businesses, providing space 
for stores now on Sierra Madre 
boulevard as well as for the 
new stores. 

Mr. Shatto pointed out that 
the present business district 
cannot be improved upon so 
far as layout is concerned. 
There is need for an enlarged 
shopping center, however, in 
view of population-growth es¬ 
timates made for the city. 

If the present rate continues, 
it has been estimated that Si¬ 
erra Madre's population prob¬ 
ably will be nearly 14,000 by 
1960, Mr. Shatto said.

The contractor 
was asked to delay work until 
sometime between Jan. 2 and 
16. It is understood both proj¬ 
ects will begin at approximate¬ 
ly the same time.

The oft disputed story that Mrs. O’Leary’s cow kicked over the 
lantern and caused the tragic Chicago fire was verified this week 
by Mrs. Sarah Jahn, 675 Rim Road, Hastings Ranch. 

Mrs. Jahn should know, for she is one of the survivors of that 
great disaster that echoed around the world on Oct. 8, 1871. 

Nw 92 years of age, Mrs. Jahn_ 


was 14 at the time of the fire. 
She recalls that the blaze could 
be seen from 80 miles away. 

Her family lost everything in 
the fire and, looking back on 
it now, Mrs. Jahn realizes that 
they might have lost their 
lives too, had they remained 
where they sought refuge from 
the flames. 

The Katz family (that was 
Mrs. Jahn’s maiden name) first 
fled to the old Rock Island 
Depot — a sturdily-constructed 
stone building everyone 
thought would withstand the 
heat. 

Soon they were told that the 
building would be destroyed 
also and that they should re¬ 
treat further, toward the lake 
shore. When they returned sev¬ 


eral days later, the depot was 
a shambles. 

During their flight from the 
inferno, Mrs. Jahn relates that 
her mother offered a man $10 
to go back and save her “bed 
clothes.” The man politely de¬ 
clined, explaining that he was 
waiting for someone to make 
the same offer for $100. 

Mrs. Jahn has been living 
in California for 15 years, but 
she still loves Chicago. She 
returned to the “Windy City” 
for a brief visit six years ago. 

Mrs. Jahn resides with her 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. H. Eichorst, in the 
Lower Hastings Ranch.
